Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Drs. Pham and Meyer-Siegler discussed the merit of a proposed 
amendment to claim 1 and the reasons they believe the amendment would obviate the issues raised in the preceding 
Office action. The Examiner agreed to carefully consider the amendment and Applicant's arguments, discussing the 
issues with Supervisory Patent Examiner Helms and/or a quality assurance specialist. However, the Examiner 
suggested amending the claims to recite an additional step (e.g., the detection of some other serum prostate marker, 
such as PSA), so as to disintiguish the claimed process from processes disclosed by the prior art, which would 
otherwise be manipulatively indistinguishable processes comprising determining the level of MIF in the serum of an 
individual. At a glance, the Examiner further commented that it appears that ample written support for such an 
amendment could be found throughout the specification, as filed, and suggested that such an amendment might serve 
to further narrow the scope of the now broader claims so as to reasonably enable the skilled artisan to use the claimed 
process to detect or diagnose prostate cancer, per se, as opposed to other diseases and conditions by differentiating it 
from other diseases or conditions commonly associated with inflammation and elevated levels of serum MIF.
